The Ottawa Free Press has taken to 
discussing the prdbaWe^ j)pli(^^^rf7^ 
now Federal Govern'ihent in a' spirit of 
fairness which is most laudable wlien 
wo consider tliat It is couinuttcd to the 
Liberal Party. After referring to the 
departure of -Mr. Tilley for London 
our contemporary says : "It is at least 
doubtful whether he has gone to Eng- 
land as the exponent of a National 
Policy antagonistic to English intercst.s, 
though at first sigiit it may seem diffi- 
cult to inaugurate a trade policy against 
the United States which will not dis- 
criniinato against some of the produc- 
tions of the Mother Country. We liear 
it stated that in the matter of cotton 
manufactures it is not the intention of 
the new Govornmnnt to make any al- 
teration in the present tariff of 17h 
per cent., though if they put on 20 per 
cent., little, if any, dilVerence would bo 
made in the amount of cotton staples 
now imported into Canada from tlie 
Lancashire mills. Tlio .same may be 
said to a large extent of the products 
of Leeds, Oldham, Rhellield, Birming- 
ham, Barrow, and J'lbliw \^nlo — those 
of the former centres still finding their 
way into the States in spite of u tarifV 
intended to he prohibitory, as they 
-must continue to come into Canada not- 

/ withstanding the payment by the con- 
sumer of eidianccd duties. If Mr. Tillicy 
can convince the niugnatcs of the Stock 
Exchange tliiit tlie X;itioii;ilPolicy means 
nothing more than the protection of 
Canada from the inroads of Ameri- 
can "slaughtcrei's;" and that it does not 
necessarily imply a shutting out of the 
products of English looms and foun- 
dries in the interest of what are eu- 
phoniously called home industries, and 
that a revenue tarill' at least equal to 
that now raised can he secured, ho 
Avill probably find his way with com- 
parative ^riso to the goal of Inis ambi- 
tion.

world. The chairman, in tho coui-se of 
his remarks, said tho Americans are 
our seniors in tho practice of liberties, 
but lack one most precioiis, niiiri'ely, 
liberty of commerce. , »

London, Dec. 2. — Official eorrespon- 
ilence between England and Russia re- 
lative to Central Asia is published. M, 
Youlsiers, assistant minister of foreign 
aflairs, July 3, 1878, informed Lord 
Augustus Ijoftus, Critish ambassador at 
St. Petersburg, that neither the Rus- 
sian government nor Cen. Kaufl'man 
has ever sent or intended to send a re- 
presentative to OabuL He subsequent- 
ly said if; was possible tfiat^Gen. Kaufl'- 
man might have sent a letter and he 
gave an assurance of the stoppage of all 
military and political precautions which 
were taken against England when her 
relation with the Russians were strain- 
ed. On August 19th, Lord Salisbury 
being informed of the approacfi oHEtuisian 
troops to the frontier of Afghanistan, 
and of the Russian mission to the 
Ameer, expressed the hope that tho 
mission would bo immediately recalled. 
The Russian minister of foreign affairs 
declared lie (vas ignorant of ' tlie mis- 
sion, which had been sent 'by ' Qen. 
Kaufl'man on his own respionsibility. 
England replied that even "if' ■id " the' 
minister of foreign afl'airs was re.spon- 
sible. Isl. Voulsiers writes under date 
September 9th tliat Russian dispositions 
in Cabu]s>Asia,' hadfS'been'"' affected ihy 
the relation between England and Rus- 
sia during the late Easter^ crisis; but 
thatthe.se dispositions are now tho 
same as formerly and not of the nature 
to excite the suspicions of England.

SBNTKNCE I'AS.SKD O.V THK l'ltISO>)EllH. 

Tlio Court resumed sittint; :it 1 p.m. 
yesterday whea Mr. Justice Creaso com- 
monccd to pass sontenco on th^ priaonors 
convicted during tho A.ssizos. Tlio first 
pris-jiior wlioso iiivinc wn.n called waa 

EDWAltl) F. CC.MMl.VllS, 

Found guilty of Lircoiiy uii board tlio 
Bteamor isiibol, li;iving stolon tho sum of 
S1G7 from a reticule belpiiging to Mrs. S. 
A. Dale, a pariscutter. 

The pri.sonor liad nothing to say wliy 
sontenco should not bo pti.s.sud on him, 
but liopcd Ilia Lordshij) would taico into 
consideration tlio fact tliat he had been in 
prison awaiting trial fi'r .some nionth.s. 

His Lordship said ho would do ho and 
sontencod liitn to 2 yoar.s and 15 iiumtlis' 
hard labor in tho penitentiary, to count 
from date of connnittal. It was to be re- 
gretted that <'i man of his apparent intol- 
figenco had placed liiuiself in liis iiresent 
poBition. 

WILLIAM JUKTOIiHr, 

Who pleaded guilty to larceny, \x\i\ that 
lie was tip.iy lit the time ho coiiiuiitted 
the oflenco or ho would not have duno so. 
The liquor was given to him by friends of 
his on board the Princos.s Royal. 

His Lordship .said it grieved him to see 
so young a man, with a good, honest 
looking face in tho prisoner's iio.sitinn 
which might be attributed to (lie use'of 
intoxicating litiuor. He v,-uuld remind 
tho ])risoner that hi.3 cunduct in gaol 
would have much to do with shortening 
his term of imprisonment. Tho sentence 
. ,of the Court would be 1 year's iniprison- 
•V-'ment with hard labor. 

AH OlIEE, 

A Chinaman, found guilty of stealing a 
watch and chain, the property of iiy. 
Spoftbrd, was sentenced to 1 ycar'.s im- 
prisonment with hard labor. 

TIIO.MA.S .STARK, 

Who pleaded guilty tii stealing a gold 
watch and ehahi, a locket, a piece of g'.ild, 
etc. , the property of .io.s. 11. King, said 
. that he liad already lain 5 luoutlis in 
gaol; that ut tlio time of tlie dH'cncu he 
was not iu hia sound mind luul that ho 
had returned tho watch to the police. He 
threw him'solf on tho mercy of tlio Court. 

His Lordship said that tho prisoner had 
violated the conlidence of hi.s employer; 
had charged four innocent men with 
the larceny and in other resjiects 
had -lied about the matter. The extenu- 
ating circunistancos wore light as conipar- 
od with the former cases and the sentence 
of tho Court would bo 2 years' iiiiprison- 
tiient witli hai'd labor, to count from date 
of-coinmittal. . 

All row, 

A Chinaman, found guilty of stealiiig 
boots and shoes, the property of his em- 
ployer, Mr. W. Hcatliom, was sentenced 
to two years' hard 'labor. 

DAKIEL KYllIE, 

Found guilty of felonimi.sly receiving a 
ring tho pro]terty of J . JleMiilan, Iciiow- 
ing it to liave been stolen, had iiotliiny to 
say. 

His Lordship said it was fortunate for 
the prisoner he had not been found guilty 
of aotnally stealing the ring. He regret- 
ted to see the prisoner, who came to this 
country well recommended, iTTliis iirosent 
position; but tliere wa.s no mitigating cir- 
cumstance in connoction witli tho oli'onco 
and the sentence of tho Court was that ho 
undergo 1 year's imprisonment with liard 
labor. 

KIITV, ' 

An Indian woman, found guilty of stealing 
?20 from the person of .Jrinics brown. 

His Lordship said he had locoivcd a 
certificato from Dr. Heliucken tliat tho 
woman was in very ill health and was not 
likely to live nnich longer. Talcing into 
consideration the degrading circumstances 
of a white man associating himself with 
the prisoner in the manner he did and the 
fact that tho man recovered hi.s f^'lO, and 
making allowance for the statement that 
the prisoner, appcai-od to be dying, the 
Bentonco;of the Opurfc_ would bo 24. hours' 
impriaohment. 

All I.OOX, 

Who pleaded guilty to wounding one Dick 
Shay with intent to do iiiin grievous 
bodily harm, was sentenced to one year's 
imprisonment with hard labor, Iiia lord- 
ship remarking that tho attack did not ap- 
pear to have been serious. ',y. 

TOBY, 

An Indiitn, found guilty of iiianslaugliter, 
having killed an Indian woman nimied 
Nat-Kai-Suk, at Barclay Sound on I'ebv. 
25th last. 

His Lordship said bo understood that 
money had been paid by tho x^risoner to 
some professional man to defend him dur- 
ing his trial, but that no one for the de- 
fonao had ajipcared. Ho was informed 
that a case before the court would arise 
out of the matter. 

In reply to his lordship why sontenco 
should not bo passed on him, tho prisoner, 
through interpreters, stated that ho had 
killed tho woman becauao alio had given 



one of his children salmon with poison in 
it, from tho ellecta of which tho child died. 
On a foraier occasion she had given an- 
other of his children flour with poison in 
it and th.at child had also died soon 
afterwards. 

His lordship informed tho prisoner 
that Indians ore not permitted to take 
one another's lives. That if it had been 
proved that tho woman had poisoned his 
children tho law would have taken her 
life and thus spared liini (tho prisoi;or) 
tho punishuiont ho would now have to 
suffer. Tho sontenco of tho court would 
bo five years' imprisonment witli hard 
labor, but if tlio verdict had .been, .'fguflt^ 
of murder" he might have had to forfeit 
bis life. 

JACOB, 

An Indian, was then brought up for son- 
tenco, having been found guilty of "wilful 
murder" for killing an old Indian man at 
Earclay Sound on Juno 15th last. 

The prisoner said that he had been 
drinking deeply on tho day in (picstion 
and that lie roniembored nothing of what 
took place. 

His Lordship said that ho understood 
in this case also tho prisoner had paid 
money to a profos.sional man to defend 
biiii during the trial, yet no one had ap- 
peared for hia defence. The loai-ned 
judge desired to inform tho prisoner that 
tho authorities at Ott.awa would he made 
acquainted with this fact and that it possi- 
bly might liave some cfl'ect in staying tlie 
sentence of death which tlie law ro- 
quirod should be pasaotl on him. An in- 
vestigation would bo held as to the jiay- 
incnt of the money to tho person or per- 
son/; for the defence of the prisoner, and 
tho result of that investigation woulil also 
be made known to the central government. 
It was his Lordship's dutj-, however, to 
pass the sentence of death; but he desired 
to inform the prisoner that iu any event 
it would not take etlbct until a reply had 
been received from Ottawa. 

Tho sentence of death was then passed. 

Tho prisoner expressed a desire to see 
his friends and several uliite men by 
whom he has been employed on the coast 
and in this city. 

KUnOLl'lI .SALJIO:, 

Found guilty of feloniously wounding ono 
Georgo Bedford, threw himself on tlio 
mercy of the Coiirt and his Lordship hav- 
ing reviewed the circumstances of the 
cutting, said there was nothing the Court 
was so dotorminod to put down with a 
strong arm as the use of tho knife ami 
tiio pistol. Taking into consideration, 
however, tho provocation tho prisoner 
had received from Bedford, who struck 
him a heavy blow in tho face lirst, the 
sontenco of the Court would 18 months' 
hard labor.

\\\w pleaded guilty of unlawfully wound- 
ing and cutting a man named Sills, was 
next brought up. ■ ' 

Mr. M<uSImen addressed the. Court oil 
behalf of the prisoner, and slated that be- 
fore this unfortunate affair tho prisoner 
had never been known to take part in a 
fight or any disturbance. He bore an ox-, 
cellcnt eh.iractcr until the d.ay in (jues- 
tion and would not then have committed 
tho crinio had liquor not been placed in 
his way, fixini the oftects of wliicii ho be- 
came crazed. 

The learned judgo reviewed the circum- 
stances in connection with the case and 
taking into consiileration the statements 
•as to former good character, aenteiiced 
tho prisoner to two years' and six months' 
imprisonment in the penitentiary. 

Sentence on the prisoner Stiiiallbono was 
defoiTod in order that tho Court may hear 
argument by the learned counsel for tho 
defense on a legal iioint, and the Court 
adjourned until Thursday next at 10 a.m. 
at which hour tho Grand Jury are notified 
to bo in attendance.

A meeting of this society Wiis held Mon- 
day evening at Temperanco Hall, Yates 
street. Tho Secretary read a communica- 
tiou from tho Mayor and Coun. Turner 
regretting their inability to be present at 
tlie meeting. A collection having been 
made to defray expenses of gjis, itc. , tlio 
chairman then explained the object of tho 
society. A password had been adopted, 
not to make the society a secret body, 
but to prevent a certain class disturbing 
tho niootings. .\ petition had been circu- 
lated and received over 1000 signatures, 
;whicli wbuld'.be presented to the Dominion 
Goverhmdnt to ask their aid to the society. 
The jictition bad also been circidatod 
througliout the country. Two agencies 
had been established in tho city, one at 
Mr. Harrison's and ono at Sir. Wliitly's, 
and through them some sixty persons had 
found employment and all who might 
wish\for«empl6yment would do well to 
leave their names at those offices. 

5Ir. W. Wilson, having boon called on 
to address the mooting, said licf' was of 
opinion that the Chinese were an ovil. 
Tlio circulating of tho petition by the 
society he considered a very wise move as 
all action with roforoncc to the Chinese 
must omcnatc from tho Canadian (lovern- 
ment; but ho was afraid, judging from the 
papers iu Canada, 'that this country had 
very uphill work liefore them, as people 
there tliouglit cheap labor the best thing 
for a country. Ho was of oiiinitui that 
tho City Council would do well to pass, a 
cubic foot ordinance similar to that in 
California and they might put a heavy tax 
on wash-houses. 

Hon. i\rr. Beaven next addressed tho 
meeting on the same (ptestion, which he 
considered was but iu its infancy, and 
tlierefovo reipiired to be dealt with 
at once. He next revieweil the position 
of the Provincial Governnient in this 
matter, showing that they have little or 
no power and it therefore devolves on tlie 
people tlitnnselvi's to draw up petitions j 
and have tlicm preseutetl at ( Ittawa. As 
to tho Chinese he said thoy were a united 
people iind tho only \vay to get at them 
was through their six companies, and if 
thoy could do this, then he thought tho 
ovil could bo remedied' without going to 
Canadii; but it required that all should 
unite ami that lawyers should refuse to 
take their retainers. 

Mr. .1. W. Williams spoke in favor of 
employing white labor in Municipal and 
Governinciital contracts to the exclusion of 
the Chinese and that if this were properly 
carried out the Ohiiiese would soon stop 
coming here. The Municipal Council 
were doing their best, but tho chief mag- 
istrate was ill favor of Chinese aiul so 
wai a drawback to their legislating against 
them. The eourt.s, judges, anil lawyers 
were all in favor of Chinese, and he only 
wished thoy had tails and then the coun- 
try would put them out. 

Mr. Dalby thou made a few remarks 
on tho subject. He said the Chinese 
were ail evil and should lie got rid of. 
Witli reference to the Bolmcuit Tannery 
Co. all he could say was that thoy must 
either employ Chinese, or close tho store; 
this was mainly on account of the compo- 
titioii Avith San FraiiciseO, but." he hoped 
tlie day would come when they would 
have a protective tarifl'hore and tho com- 
pany would then be better able to employ 
white labor. 

The oliairnian.-itlion .stated that the 
association had started, two huindrjcs and 
wore going'in for growing vegetables, and 
he hoped thoy would soon start a news- 
paper. 

Mr. Wilby of Esipiimalt was then 
called upon and addressed tho meeting, 
coiuplimentiiig the Society on tlie number 
of its members uiid the object the^' had 
iu view. Ho spoke strongly in favor of 
starting home manufactures. The ac- 
tion of Judge Gray in d^ing with tlie 
Chinese Act he characterized as a mis- 
take, as he had no right whatever to deal 
with it. 

The chairmain mentioned that besides 
the jNIayor Conns. Todil and Redfern wore 
in favor of the Chinese. 

Tho Vice President and Mr. Sceloy 
then made a fow remarks on tho ovil un- 
der discussion. 

In ansM'er to ([iiestions, Coun. Williams 
said the Council hail given orilera to stop 
Chinese working on iSiiiiday; also that tho 
police had orders to s^op tlie Chinese car- 
rying baskets, etc., on the sidewalks. 

A vote of thtmks was then tendered to 
tho spcakera and tho mooting terminated.

Running in asoutlicrly ilircctionfroin 
Cliureli street, Amherst, and parnllol 
with jMain street, is a tliorougiifare 
wliieli leads, in the direction of tho rail- 
way station. A short distance below 
Oliurcli street corner is tlie liousn occu- 
pied by Jlr. .DiUiicl Teed, ti respected 
resident of the town, who holds ii jiosi- 
tiou in tho Anilierst Slice Factory. The 
house is an ordinary two-story dwell- 
ing. In the rcaris a barn, to which we 
sliall refer. Tlic occupants of tlic house 
are Mr. Teed, liis wife and infant, iliss 
Estlier Cox, find Mi.s.s .Jano ( 'ox. Ti 
lust named arc sister 
are young women past twenty years of 
ago. Miss Estlier is the central ligure 
in the story. .Her lictilth lias been 
good, and slio has lived until recently 
undisturbed by mysterious influences, 
and in ignorance of tho theories or 
practicoH of spiritualistic iiicdiums. Tlie 
first indieatiou of aiiythiiigunusual was 
a incs'inerie trance, by which she was 
overconie during lirr e.irly illness, eight 
weeks ago. One niglit slic retired to 
bed with her sister J ane; and scarcely 
lind slie (lone so when anoise Avns hoard 
in a pasteboard box, containing scraps 
of cloths, wliieli was under the bed. 
Little attention was paid to tin's, as it 
was supposed to be the work of a 
mouse, nor wore tlio girls much disturb- 
ed when thoy heard it- in the straw of 
tlie tickinf,^. They went to sleep and 
their slunihers were not interruptod. 
On tho following night thoy again re- 
tired, and again the inyterious noise was 
liearil. This time it was of a more 
positive cliarr.ctor, for tlic ho.x was vio- 
lontly overturned. Much alarmed, the 
sisters called their brotlier, who re- 
sponded to their call, righted the box, 
placed the cover on it, and set it in the 
middle of the lloor. Tlie cfFcct was 
most surprising, for not only was tlio 
bo.x again overturned, but tho cover 



Esther went out to the barn a terrific 
pounding which is described as resemb- 
ling a hundred fifty-six pound weiglit 
f nil ing in succession on the roof, commenc- 
ed at once, and continued . until Esther 
ran back to the house. This ))ounding 
has always been loud when she has 
gone to tho barn, but it has been fully 
as loud around the liousa When Es- 
ther goes into tlie cellar it sounds 
aa if a colossal fist wore pound- 
ing on the beams with the fury 
of a demon. In order to tost Esther's 
good faith, her hands have been tied be- 
hind her back, but the pounding was 
instantaneous and as loud as.; befora. 
Other persons have accompanied her 
and have satisfied themselves that the 
noise wa.s made by no human agency 
visible to mortal eye. Sonictinios the 
pounding is in ono room and sometimes 
in another. It is as heavy as tho blows 
of an axe would be, but has more of a 
dead sound as if it were a flesh-covered 
fist. Rapping conure-iccd in the early 
history of the case. It resembles a 
drumming on a board with tho fingers 
and nails of a person's hand. It was 
tliR first heard on the slats under the 
bed, on tho wall and around the bed- 
post. To an unpracticed ear it is sug- 
gestive,©! telegraphy,, but it is not that, 
and is' ifibro like'the tippy-ti-tap of an 
impatient boy. Dr. Carritte, as tho 
medical attendant, has endeavoured 
ta trace the noise to sonio agoncy, but 
has failed to do so. Esther )ias been 
placed sitting on the top of tlio bed- 
clothes, where the siighest motion of 
her body could be observed, but though 
she has remained motionless tlio noiso 
has continued. She has been seated on 
a chair placed on thick rugs in the 
niddlc of the floor, and the rapping wasas 
if some ono were tapping on tho wall 
with the knuckles. Sometimes it taps 
on the legs of a table, a chair, a shelf— 
anything .so long as Esther is present. 
More than this it is musical. It beats 
the measure of '-Yankee Doodle" and 
"Somebody tapping at the Garden Gate" 
while it regularly keeps timo -^-ith any 
one whistles or sings. During Esther's 
sickness it frequently slapped her in 
the face, causing much pain and leaving 
a conspicuous red mark. Esther is not 
u facile writer, but when shetakesa pencil 
in lier hand and places it against the 
wall, it is guided by an influence which 
shecannot resist, and writes sentences of 
which she lias riot the remote thought. 
We nro sorry to say that some of these 
sentences are very wicked ones and are 
most Iiorribly profane. Tho writing is 
not at all like Esther's, but it is said to 
bo exactly like that of a certain young 
man. Not onlj' is tlio language far 
from choice, and such as Esther is not 
capable of using, but the spelling is 
most atrocious. "I dod rit to her Ois- 
ter," is intended to signify "I did write 
to her sister." 'J'lie sentences are inco- 
horent, but they have declared that 
they are from the man in question, and 
his latest proclamation is that there 
will be great sport in three -weeks' time. 
On one occasion, the unknown is said 
to have scratched a word on the plaster 
when no ono was present. A. Mr. 
Campbell was iu the house, and the 
name "Cammal" was scratched on the 
wall as if with a pin. Tho word is 
tiiere, however it got there. The 
scratching noise, like nails scratching 
over a smooth board is heard frequently, 
and is onough to send the chill down 
the backs of nervous persons. The bed 
on which Esther has slept is marked in 
various places, as if a hot iron was 
rapidly passed over it in ,an- irregular 
mahnei\ On one occafsiorij when twelve 
persons were in the room, Esther lay in 
bed, with her hands outside the cover- 
lid. The bed clothes were violently 
agitated; but the pillow acted as if liter- 
ally "possessed of a devil." It would 
leap towai-ds^Esthecfs .head, strike her 
and boiind 'bacV,*'anil''this it continued 
to do several times. Two i)ersons thon 
took hold of the corners of it and stood 
several feet away from tho bed. The 
pillow staightened itself out horizonta 



der the impression that he could put an 
end to the disturbance, but after. devot- 
ing the best part of two days to tlie ef- 
fort he -went away batlled, and wholly 
unable to account for the manifesta- 
tions, of the existence of which ho had 
such positive face to face proof. 

The Yarmouth Herald, referring to 
the mysteiy,-say8:— -"A similar case in 
YarnioutH about j^evehty years ago at 
tracted muchiocal attention, and has 
been familiarly knowii as the 'Rul 
dub.'
